Four die in weekend road accidents 


. Two East Jerusalem residents 
were killed yesterday when their car 
coUided with a bus, and a 3-year-old 
boy was killed when his father ran 
over him with a truck.

Friday's operation was at least the 
28th anti-terrorist sweep conducted 
by Israeli troops since Primary If 
when they completed the first stage 
of the scheduled three-part pullback 
from Lebanon. 

AP reports that Irish soldiers from 


Unifil blocked the road in front of an 
Israeli convoy Friday to protest 
“preventative" gunfire by the 
Israelis. 

After a 10-minute confrontation, 
the UN soldiers opened the road and 
allowed the Israeli convoy to pass. 

Israeli troops had fired machine- 
guns into rocky shrub-covered ter- 
rain as they approached a check- 
point manned bv the Irish soldiers. 

Minister Ariel Sharon visited 
Israeli soldiers in Jezzine and Tyre in 
South Lebanon on Friday, and dis- 
cussed the army's deployment there 
with them. 

Later he met with South Lebanese 
Army Commander Gen. Antoine 
Lahad in Marjayoun. 


Assad, Jemayel 
agree to fight 
Christian revolt 


BEIRUT (API. - Agreeing with 
President Amin Jemayel that the 
revolt in the Christian Lebanese 
Forces mast be resisted. Syrian 
President Hafez Assad yesterday 
renewed Syria's pledge to help 
put down the rebellion. 

Sbi'ite leader Nabih Berri. 
meanwhile, blamed Israel for the 
kidnapping of foreigners in West 
Beirut. 

Beni, leader of the Anna! militia, 
told a news conference yesterday 
that neither Moslems nor people 
interested in a true Jihad {holy war I 
were responsible for the disappear- 
ance of six westerners in the capitals 
mostly Moslem sector in the past oxo 
weeks. 

“In my opinion it is a plot with the 
Israelis to withdraw all the establish- 
ments or the embassies from West 
Beirut," he said. “It is a bis plot, and 
today I will open thar fight against 
those people who pretend they are 
from Islam and. in my opinion, they 
are Israeli agents. 

Syria's renewed pledge came after 
nearly five hours of meetings in 
Damascus between Assad and 
Jemayel. The Lebanese president 
met privately with Assad. Then they 
were joined by vice-president 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam. Syria’s ex- 
pert on Lebanon, and Foreign 
Minister Faroufc Sharaa. 

Assad's official spokesman. Jib- 
ran Kourieh, said the Syrian presi- 
dent “renewed Syria's pledge to 
stand firmly supporting the 
Lebanese legitimacy, especially in 
efforts to get the Israeli invaders out. 
and to safeguard Lebanon's unity 
and integrity." 

Kourieh said the two presidents 
had discussed the “rebellion" in 
Lebanon, apparently referringto the 
revolt in the Lebanese Forces militia 
against Jemayel’s pro-Syrian poli- 
cies. 

The government radio in Damas- 
cus said that Syria “does not support 
any Lebanese faction against the 
other but rather supports all in their 


struggle to defend their country and 
preserve independence." 

It added that “any faction that 
deviates from this course and gets 
involved with Israel will find itself in 
a confrontation with Syria." 

Samir Jeajea is leader of the rebel- 
lion in the Christian forces. His 
forces since March 12 have taken 
control of most of the Christian areas 
of Lebanon and have demanded a 
greater say in the government’s poli- 
cies, (Christian spring - page 2) 

Syria has moved troops and 
armoured weapons to the fringe of the 
Jeajeu -controlled ureas, but there 
hav e been no confrontations. 

State-run Beirut Radio said that 
the Jemnyel-Assad talks ended ab- 
out 5i3u p.m. and Jemayel left im- 
mediate!} for Beirut. 

Six westerners have disappeared 
in West Beirut since March 14. and 
ai least four are known to have been 
kidnapped. 

The kidnap victims are Geoffrey 
Nash, a British metallurgist; Brian 
Lev ick: a British oil company execu- 
tive: Terry Anderson, a correspon- 
dent for the Associated Press; and 
Marcel Fontaine, vice-consul for the 
French Embassy. 

Two other French employees at 
the embassy failed to arrive at their 
offices Friday and are feared kidnap- 
ped. 

Anonymous telephone callers 
claiming to represent the Islamic 
Jihad group have claimed responsi- 
bility for abducting all six. 

The group is believed to be made 
up of fundamentalist Shi’ites with 
ties to Iran. 

Beni insisted that "those who did 
something like that are not from 
Islam and not from the Jihad. They 
don't know anything about Islam or 
Jihad." 

He said this was especially true for 
the French, and noted that France 
had voted in favour of a resolution in 
the UN Security Council conde- 
mning Israeli army practices in 
South Lebanon. The U.S. vetoed 
the resolution, and Britain ab- 
stained. 


Cooler weather continues; 
stranded hikers rescued

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz has appeared to 
back away from President Ronald 
Reagan's statement that the U.S. 
would be willing to meet in Washing* 
ton with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

Reagan had told a nationally tele- 
vised White House news conference 
last Thursday night that the U.S. 
might meet with such a group pro- 
vided that it did not include repre- 
sentatives of tbe PLO. 

But Shultz, following a meeting on 
Friday with visiting Jordanian Fore- 
ign Minister Taher al-Masri. seemed 
to move away from that position. 
"The possibility of visits here is one 
thing," he said. "But the parties are 
really in the Middle East. So I think 
that's where the action most likely 
will be." 

The New York Times yesterday 
quoted administration officials as 
saying that Shultz was considering 
inviting the Jordanian and Egyptian 
foreign ministers to Washington in 
late April or early May for additional 
joint discussions on how best to 
revive tbe Arab- Israeli peace pro- 
cess. 

According to the newspaper. 
Egypt supports such a proposal but 
Jordan does not. Tbe Jordanians, it 
said, are still insisting on Palestinian 
participation in any such preliminary 
talks. 

Masri, meeting with reporters 
here Friday morning, made dear 
that the PLO must be involved in 
selecting any Palestinian delegates. 

"1 can tell you one thing," he said, 
"that even if you pick out the most 
moderate Palestinians, anyone you 


name - including myself, if I am not a 
minister - no one would accept to 
participate in such a delegation un- 
less he asked the PLO for public 
acceptance of his participation." 

Masri, who is a Palestinian, said 
that whether a Palestinian belongs to 
the PLO . is a ‘‘technicality because 
this man, whoever be is, mil go . 
back, or before he goes he will meet 
with (PLO chairman Yasser) Arafat 
or the executive committee and ask 
what is the policy, where can I stop, 
what can I say. So practically, it is the 
same." 

Israeli Ambassador Meir Roscnne 
mer with Assistant Secretary of State 
for Near Eastern and South Asian 
Affairs Richard Murphy on Friday 
to seek clarifications on the exact 
U.S. stance regarding talks with a 
joint Palesthnan-Jordanian delega- 
tion. Murphy is due to return to the 
Middle East shortly to continue ex- 
ploratory talks on the peace process. 

According to Israeli officials, 
Murphy also reported to Rosenne on 
the talks in Washington last week 
with the Jordanian foreign minister. 

Israeli officials here refused to 
provide exact details of what Rosen- 
ne was rold by Murphy. 

At the news conference last 
Thursday night, Reagan was firm in 
rejecting any U.S. talks with the 
PLO. "We’re willing to meet with a 
joint group - Palestinian and Jorda- 
nian - but at the moment not the 
PLO because we have not had any 
statement from them that they do 
recognize Israel and they will recog- 
nize (UN resolution) 242 and so 
forth," he said. 

“But there are many Palestinians 
who don’t feel that they're repre- 
sented by the PLO and any delega- 


tion of them - for example many of 
those who are living and holding 
local offices on the West Bank,"* he 
added. 

"There's a large Palestinian com- 
munity, and I'm sure that there are 
people that do not consider them- 
selves represented by the PLO." he 
said. 

Asked specifically whether he 
would consider Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak's proposal to invite 
a Jordaman-Palesrinian delegation 
to Washington, Reagan replied that 
tbe U.S. was still determined to 
pursue direct Arab-Israeli negotia- 
tions. “They’ve got to understand." 
he said, “we are not getting into the 
direct negotiations. That's none of 
our business. Wis're only to do what 
we can to help." 

Reagan, in response to another 
question, denied that Mubarak had 
left Washington earlier this month 
disappointed. “He made no re- 


quests.” Reagan said- “He told us 
what he was doing, and certainly we 
complimented him highly upon what 
he is doing— I think it's great." 

Reagan, in calling for direct talks 
between Israel and its Arab neigh- 
bours, said the U.S: has not been 
idle. "We have been trying to build 
up-a relationship with the Arab tui- 
tions as well as the relation ship’that 
we have always bad with Israel," he 
said, . _■ ■ 

Reagan said there was a "reason- 
able chance'' that King Hussein of 
Jordan would agree to sit down with 
Israel in direct negotiations. V 
White House spokesman. Liny 
Speakes said on Friday that-the U.S.' 
was receiving some “mixed signals” 
from Israel itself about the proposal 
for U.S. talks with a jomtJordaiiiait- 
Palestinian delegation. ‘‘There are 
some indications that they (Israel) 
would be interested." he said with- 
out elaborating. 


Fatah approves Jordan-PLO accord 


TUNIS (AP). - The central commit- 
tee of Fatah has approved the 
Jordan ian-Palestini an agreement for 
a joint Mideast peace effort, a well- 
informed source said yesterday . • 

No details were revealed about 
the circumstances of the Fatah deci- 
sion. but the source did not exclude 
tbe possibility that PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat would go to Amman 
soon to inform King Hussein. 

The agreement reached between 
Hussein and Arafat on February 11 
for a “common framework” for 
peace talks was aimed at satisfying 
American demands for the PLO to 
recognize Israel. 


Egyptian Premier Kama! Hassan 
Ali said Friday m Bucharest that the 
PLO should decide the question of 
Palestinian representation in a joint 
delegation with Jordan in future 
Mideast peace talks. 

Ali defended his country's plan for 
talks between such an Arab delega- 
tion and the U.S. as a first -step 1 
toward peace talks with Israel. 

“There is a new era, a new start, 
and that's the point." Ali said. 

“The agreement between Jordan . 
and the PLO is a new aspect directed 
at peace, and this is the element 
which we have to push forward and 
encourage," he said. 


War criminal Menten, 85, 
released from Dutch prison 


THE HAGUE. - Dutch war crimin- 
al Pieter Menten, a millionaire art 
collector, took refuge in the home of 
his ex-wife on Friday following 
bis pre-dawn release from prison. 

The ailing 85-year-ola Menten 
was pursued by journalists when he 
was freed from Scheveningen jail 
after serving two-thirds of a 10-year 
sentence. 

He was given a police escort to his 
ex-wife Meta's home in Blaricum, 
southeast of Amsterdam where he 
will stay an til deciding h is future. 

He was jailed for his part in the 
massacre of Polish Jews in 1941 and 
has already been barred from Ire- 
land, where he has a mansion. 

Menten told reporters he had not 
decided where to live. Ireland on 


Thursday banned Menten by Issuing 
an order barring him “from landing 


jn or entering into Ireland" under 
section five of the 1935 Aliens Act. 

Tbe ban followed pressure from 
Ireland's 2,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity and the Labour Party. 

His 1976 exposure triggered one 
of the longest and most expensive 
criminal proceedings in Dutch legal 
history, with an estimated cost to the 
state of nine million guilders (then 
S4.5 million). 

Sentenced to 15 years in prison in 
1977, Menten was acquitted on pro- 
cedural grounds a year later, inciting 
u public uproar here. 

But the prosecution appealed the 
acquittal to the Dutch Supreme 
Court, which ordered a retrial by a 
special war crimes court, resulting in 
Menten's 10-year sentence in 1980, 
which he unsuccessfully appealed.

Ya’acobi hopes tax relief 
will attract investment

The blazing row that broke out in 
tbe cabinet last week over tax ex- 
emptions for investors was the latest 
in Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi’s tribulations. His. apparent vic- 
tory, after a raucous debate with 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
and Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon, encourages him to 
hope that his plans to attract invest- 
ment capital to Israel are one step 
closer to fruition. 

The issue was Ya’acobi’s long- 
standing proposal that export- 
oriented factories in development 
areas should benefit for a lengthy 
initial period from tax exemptions. 
The investors would enjoy these ex- 
emptions on their profits, and the 
workers on their wages. The state, 
which can no longer afford to supply 
incentive grants and soft loam to 
new investors, would be offering an 
alternative incentive in the form of a 
tax-free income for the first few 
years. 

Ireland has successfully instituted 
such tax benefits, and Greece and 
Spain are following suit. 

The political sensitivity under- 
lying the affair stems from the power 
and patronage inherent in disbursing 
development incentives - whether 
loans or tax breaks - in development 
towns. Labour leaders had long felt 
that Sharon was depicting himself in 
the eyes ''f development" town resi- 
dents as a sort of Santa Claus whose 
visits would presage the arrival of 
goodies to their towns in the form of 
new industry and new jobs. 

The economic implications of the 
cabinet argument, now hopefully re- 
solved, are vitally important, says 
Ya’acobi, speaking as head of the 
economic task force set up by Peres. 
The purpose of the task force is to 
generate new investment; the new 
lax regulations will be an in- 
strumentality for doing so. 


Gentile, in Israeli investment oppor- 
tunities. would be reported back to 
Ya’acobi’s task force for further 
follow-up. 

Foliow-up is the key-word which 
distinguishes the task force. Ya’aco- 
bi says, from previous government 
efforts to bring in overseas invest- 
ment. A project management 
machinery has been established, 
directed by one-time chief of staff 
and leading industrial executive Zvi 
Tsur. Its first, vast, task is to chart all 
Jewish businesses world-wide, and 
all Israeli businesses and other eco- 
nomic endeavours. 


This data wifi form the basis of a 
pool of projects - specific investment 
schemes proposed by individual 
Israeli firms and channelled by the 
task force to potential ovaerseas in- 
vestors. 


Even though some of tbe leading 
overseas names in the task force - 
Max Fisher. Charles Bronfman. 
Mort Mandel - are prominent as 
philanthropists. Ya'acobi stresses 
that there is no philanthropy here: 
just sound business ventures in- 
tended to make profits. 

What does Israel have to offer as a 
place to invest in? 


Ya'acobi notes that while Sharon 
has refused to attend sessions of the 
task force’s steering committee, 
claiming that he had not been ade- 
quately involved in its creation, his 
ministry is cooperating in the 
ongoing work. And Moda'i, though 
reserved at first, has pledged his full 
and energetic cooperation. 

Vice-ftemier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir (Likud-Herul) 
told The Jerusalem Post last week 
that his own recent efforts in Canada 
to promote a climate of interest 
among businessmen, Jewish and

Congress hinges more aid 
on strong economic changes

TEL AVIV. - The U.S. Congress is 
willing to endorse addtional econo- 
mic aid to Israel so long as Israel 
makes substantial economic 
changes. This message emerged 
from prominent members of both 
the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties in Congress. 

This bipartisan stance on- sup- 
plementary aid to Israel was spelled 
out in answere given by Senator 
Richard Lugar, Republican chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, and veteran Democrat 
representative Dante Fascell, chair- 
man of tbe House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

They were answering questions by 
satellite from the Worlonet studio of 
the U.S. Information Agency in 


Washington put by Israeli newsmen 
in the U-S. Embassy auditorium 
here late last week. 

It was part of a satellite broadcast 
connection to Paris. Bonn, Belgrade 
and Sao Paolo. 

Queried about conditions for .ex- 
tra aid to Israel, Lugar and Fascell 
said Congress was willing to give 
SX.2 billion economic aid plus 
another 51.8b. in military aid, as well 
as another Sl.Sb. in supplementary. 

Lugar explained that the Senate 
was waiting to hear from Secretary 
of State George Shultz on the matter 
acknowledging that Israel had taken 
strong and even draconic measures. 


“However, without very substan- 
tial changes intiated by the Israelis 
the supplementary aid may run into 
difficulties.'* he warned.

SAMIR JEAJEA. the youthful 
leader of Christian militiamen in 
revolt against Lebanon's President 
Amin Jemayel. is a controversial 
figure who inspire. 0 devotion among 
hxs supporters and the hatred of 
Moslems. 

Christians who fear Jemayel is 
leading them into Moslem domina- 
tion see the 32-vear-old militia chief 
as a charismatic personality trying to 
brush aside ageing Christian leaders 
ready to compromise their future 
with Syria and the Moslems. 

Jeajea is a t?Jl figure in battle 
fatigues, constantly surrounded by 
heavily-aimed bodyguards. Despite 
a military moustache, his smooth 
skin, boyish features and polite man- 
ner seem more in keeping with his 
past as a medical student than with 
his involvement in some of the 
bloodiest episodes of Lebanon's civil 
war. 

But his armed challenge to the 
established bosses of the main 
Christian Phalangisi Party has won 
widespread Christian support. He is 
seen more as a war lord than a 
politician and even some admirers 
admit he is an “inflammatory" fi- 
gure. 

And yet they sav he is always 
admirably polite, and commands 
loyalty as a diehard Maronite pro- 
tagonist: dedicated to the survival of 
his community in a hostile Moslem 
region. 


assassination of the charismatic 
Bashir Jemayel, Che brother of Amin 
who formed the “Lebanese forces" 
out of disparate Christian militias. 

Jeajea was one of Bashir’s leading 
lieutenants, and the Lebanese forces 
rallied to him last week after he was 
expelled from the Phalangisi Party

Protestants 

promote 

Israel

The Finnish government's rather 
chilly altitude to Israel derives most- 
ly from cold whisperings from its 
eastern neighbour, the Soviet Un- 
ion. But a group of Protestants in 
Finland are" trying to counter this 
pressure by presenting a positive 
image of Israel to their countrymen. 

Toivo Asikainen. 71. editor-in- 
chief of Shalom magazine and chair- 
man of the Friends of Israel Associa- 
tion in Finland, is here on his 29th 
visit since 1965. 

Asikainen says the association, 
with more than 8.000 dues -paying 
members, fought hard recently 
against the PLO's plan to open an 
office in Finland, but they were 
unable ro persuade the government 
to prohibit it. 

Nevertheless, he says there is 
growing regard for Israel among the 
citizenry* and increasing interest in 
the association. 

One of the first Israel-friends asso- 
ciations in the world, it was founded 
at the recommendation of a Russian 
Jew . Naftali Rudnit&ki. in 1908. four 
years after the death of Theodor 
Herzl. “He (Rudniiskij made many 
friends in Finland and urged such an 
association, predicting that a Third 
Commonwealth of Israel would be 
established in the future. Rudnitski 
himself eventually went to Germany 
and later fled the Nazis to Sweden 
before he died in 1940. but the 
association was founded. 

The association, which has bran- 
ches in 58 cities and towns, is a group 
of friends and has nothing to do with 
missionizing. Asikainen told The 
Jerusalem Post . The friends have 
collected large sums for Jerusalem's 
Misgav Ladach Hospital. They also 
provide scholarships for Finns study- 
ing at Israeli universities and in Heb- 
rew ulpanim. Asikainen himself in- 
tends to find time to study Hebrew in

Reagan defends decision not to visit Dachau

fended his decision not to visit the 
Dachau’ concentration camp during 
his journey to West Germany in 
May.;! 

“3 feel very strongly that this time, 
in commemorating foe end of that 
great war> that instead of reawaken- " 
ing foe memories and so' forth, and 
foe passions of the time, that maybe 
we should observe this day as foe day 
when, 40 years ago, peace began and 
friendship, because we now find 
ourselves allied and friends of foe 
countries that we once fought 
against, " he told a news conference 
on Thursday night.

6 dead on crippled Chinese warship 


SEOUL (AP). - A Chinese navy 
torpedo bout on Friday drifted into 
South Korean waters with six crew- 
men dead and two injured, and gov- 
ernment officials here said yesterday 
the casualties were from a fight and 
“no political reason was involved. “ 

The government statement 
appeared to contradict other earlier 
accounts that a gunfight erupted 
when some crewmen sought to de- 
fect to Taiwan. 

Sources here and reports from 
Japan said there had been a mutiny 
aboard the torpedo boat. 

In Peking, a Foreign Ministry 
statement said the torpedo boat had 
strayed into South Korean waters. It 
said Chinese naval vessels looking 
for it also entered Korean waters 
•“inadvertently.” but when this was 
realized, left without incident. 

The Chinese statement called for 
South Korea to return the boat and 
all crew members as soon as possi- 
ble. 

A statement issued by South Ko- 


rean Culture and Information Minis- 
ter Lee Won Hong said chat govern- 
ment ministers have determined 
“that the casualties aboard the 
Chinese torpedo boat were due to a 
scuffle among the crewmen 3nd that 
no political reason was involved." 

The statement added: “As the 
same torpedo boat developed engine 
trouble during die scuffle and began 
to drift, the boat sent signals request- 
ing rescue by sending flares." 

He said a nearby South Korean 
fishing boat towed the boat, to rbe 
island of Hawangdung. about 75km- 
west of the west coast town of Kun- 
san. 

The boat and all crew members 
were reported to have been taken 
later to Kunsan. 

The South Korean Defence Minis- 
try said three Chinese naval vessels 
intruded into Sourh Korean waters 
while searching for the torpedo boat. 
South Korean naval units and air 
force planes, issuing warnings and 
with a show of strength, forced the

there is "a strong possibility" that 
party boss Mikhail Gorbachev will 
address the UN General Assembly 
this fall, a Japanese correspondent 
said yesterday. 

But there was no word on whether 
Gorbachev might use the visit to 
hold a summit with President 
Ronald Reagan. 

Praxda's chief editor. Viktor 
Afansyev. discussed the possibility 
of Gorbachev visiting the UN with 
Yoshisuke Nizuma of the nationally 
circulated Japanese daily Ashai 
Shimbiui in an imerview on Friday. 

Nizuma said Afanasyev also con- 
firmed reports that the Communist 
Party Central Committee will hold a 
full-scale meeting in "the second half 
of April” that could provide the first 
chance for Gorbachev's leadership 
to make top-level appointments. 

Afanasyev was quoted as saying 
Gorbachev eventually plans to visit 
France and West Germany, but that 
•“some time will pass” before such 
\xsits. 

Earlier in Washington. Reagan 
renewed an offer to meet with Gor- 
bachev. He said on Thursday night 
that it is time for a superpower ■ 
summit and that there was a good 


chance it would take place. 

Reagan said during a nationally 
televised news conference that there 
is a range of bilateral issues of in- 
terest to the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union that could be discussed at 
such a meeting. 

Reagan first offered to meet with 
Gorbachev in a note delivered by 
Vice-President George Bush during 
the funeral services for the late 
Soviet leader, Konstantin Cher- 
nenko. Since then there has been no 
reply, but Reagan said 1 he doesn't 
feel rebuffed because "the man has 
only been in office for a few days." 

Gorbachev discussed arms control 
with senior members of the Socialist 
International in Moscow on Friday 
but did not indicate if he was ready to 
take up Reagans summit offer, offi- 
cials of the group said. 

Finnish Prime Minister Kalevi 
Sorsa said the group had urged Gor- 
bachev to meet Reagan, but "we did 
not get an answer on that,” Sorsa 
told a news conference. 

But he said Gorbachev had 
assured the group, which comprises 
Socialist and'Social Democratic par- 
ties, that Reagan's invitation would 
get a courteous response. ( AP. Reu- 
ter) 


Reagan steps up MX drive, 
recalls envoy to arms talks 


WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan has summoned chief 
arms negotiator Max Kampelman 
back from Geneva to help pressure 
U.S. congressmen to vote for the 
MX missile and to report on talks 
with the Soviet Union, it was 
announced Friday. 

Reagan and Kampelman will 
address House members tomorrow 
“on the relationship of the MX prog- 
ramme to progress in arms control." 
the statement said 

Reagan has frequently linked the 
weapon and the negotiations, saying 
that abandonment of the MX would 
“cripple the position of our nego- 
tiators in Geneva.” 

In Moscow on Friday. Mikhail 
Gorbachev, in his first detailed com- 
ments on the Geneva arms talks 
since becoming Kremlin leader, 
urged Nato to halt Pershing 2 and 
cruise missile deployments as a step 
■‘most helpful” to the Geneva nego- 
tiations. 

In Geneva yesterday a U.S. 
Embassy spokesman said the U.S. 


and the Soviet Union will end the 
first round of their talks on nuclear 
and space-based weapons on April 
23. 

An American delegation, now in 
Oslo, has been sent to Europe to 
“educate" its allies about the U S. 
strategic defence initiative, popular- 
ly known as “Star Wars.” 

The five-nation tour by senior 
government officials follows grow- 
ing European scepticism over the 
proposed research and reflects U.S. 
concern about its allies' doubts. 

They have already visited Den- 
mark. and leave Norway to go to 
West Germany, the Netherlands and 
Spain this week. (Reuter, API 


ISLANDS. - Queen Elizabeth II is 
planning to visit Grenada this fall as 
part of a Caribbean tour, the BBC 
reported yesterday. Such a visit 
would be the first by the monarch, 
recognized as head of state in Grena- 
da, since a U.S. -led force invaded 
the islands in October 1983. 


Chinese vessels to pull back to the 
high seas, the Ministry added.

74-year-old Pyotr Neporozhny had 
retired for health reasons and had 
been replaced as minister of power 
and electrification by Anatoly 
Mayorets.55. 

Ivan Bespalov, 70. first secretary 
of the Communist Party's Kirov re- 
gion, was replaced on Friday. 
according to the party daily Prai da. 

His successor in the region, an 
industrial centre near the Urals, is an 
inspector from party headquarters.

Judge fails to win 
second baflotfor 
Greek presidency 

ATHENS (AP). - Supreme Court 
Judge Chrisms Sartzetakis failed on 
a controversial second ballot yester- 
day to get enough votes to become 
president, but his chances will im- 
prove on a third and final ballot this 
Friday. 

Under the 1975 constitution. Sart- 
zetakis needed two thirds of the 
votes in the 300-member parliament 
to win on the first or second ballot. 
However, he needs just 18Q votes on 
the third ballot to become the next 
president. 

Sartzetakis. 56, who was nomin- 
ated by Premier Andreas (Pasok) 
Papandreou's ruling Panhellenic 
Socialist Movement, won 1S1 out of 
185 votes on the second ballot. 

Yesterday's vote was marked by 
an angry exchange between Papan- 
dreou and Conservative opposition 
leader Constantine Mitsotakis over 
the Socialists' decision to use blue 
ballot papers bearing Sartzetakis' 
name. 

The procedural change appeared 
designed to ensure that Pasok law- 
makers voted for Sartzetakis follow- 
ing rwo defections from rhe Socialist 
ranks at last Sunday's first ballot.

Iran-Iraq front is quiet 
as mediators try to end war 


BAGHDAD (AP). - The Iran-Iraq 
war front was “suspiciously quiet" 
yesterday after 17 days of reciprocal 
attacks on civilian targets and an 
abortive Iranian attempt to seize a 
strategic southern Iraqi region. 

The day was marked by less belli- 
cose statements and more action by 
Arab and Indian mediators seeking 
to end the 4Vi-vear-old conflict 
through negotiations. 

Foreign Ministers Prince Saud al- 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia and Sheikh 
Sabah Ahmed of Kuwait flew to 
Algeria in a renewed bid to get that 
state to talk its Iranian friends into 
halting the war. 

A team of senior officials from 
India were meanwhile in the United 
Arab Emirates meeting Arab and 
Iranian officials on a similar media- 
tion mission. 

The Indians were representing the 
non-aligned nations movement, and 
the two' Arab foreign ministers were 


reviving a mediation bid by the six- 
nation Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC), 

The GCC groups Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, the United Arab Emirates, 
Bahrain. Qatar and Oman in an 
economic and defence pact. 

No concrete proposals have been 
divulged by the mediators, but the 
Iranians were reported to be insist- 
ing on a cessation of attacks on 
residential targets while Iraq 
announced it was high time an over- 
all peace was discussed. 

“The raids on civilian targets were 
obviously designed to be a test of 
nerves, devoid of any military sig- 
nificance,” said one Arab diplomat. 
“The front line has been suspiciously 
quiet today, and it appears both 
sides, seem bent on giving the 
mediators a chance to come up with 
some fresh ideas for ending the 
war,” he said. 


Divided Germany ‘irreversible’ 


EAST BERLIN (Renter). - East 
German leader Erich Honecker- said 
yesterday the division of Germany 
was a judgment of history which 
should not be revised. 

He welcomed West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl's une- 
quivocal stance that Bonn bad no 
territorial claims. 

Honecker was quoted by the offi- 
cial East German news agency ADN 
as saying rhe German Reich had 
"vanished for ever in the flames of 
the (second) world war.” Those who 
talk about a “continuation of the 
German Reich within the borders of 
1937.” will get the necessary answer 


’ from East Germany, he said. 

AJDN quoted from a basic-policy 
document on the 40th anniversary of 
the German capitulation at the war's 
end to be published by the magazine 
Einheii. There Honecker stressed 
the importance of the mutual state- 
ment by Kohl and himself on the 
occasion of Soyiet leader Konstantin 
Chernenko's funeral in Moscow last 
week.

example, to supervise establish- 
ments such as health food siores.” 

One of the problems faring the 
pharmacy department is the exten- 
sive use of products ordered or 
brought in privately from abroad. 
According to Fenton, because of the 
danger of second-generation DES 
toxication. use of the drug was ban- 
ned in circulars which were distri- 
buted in 1972-1973. but the depart- 
ment had no control over DES still in 
stock or brought in from other coun- 
tries. Therefore, says Fenton, it is 
not known for certain when DES use 
was completely abandoned. 

According to figures released by 
the Ministry of Health, an estimated 
three per cent of all children born 
during the years when DES was 
given in Israel could have been DES 
exposed. 

“Our calculations took into 
account all the women who might 
have been given the drug during 
imminent abortions or bleeding in 
pregnancies. Our estimate - which is 
very- rough - is probably much too 
high." states head Hadassah hospital 
(Ein Kerem) gynecologist Prof. 
Joseph Shenkar. chairman of the 
Ministry of Health's advisory com- 
mittee on obstetrics and gynecology 
and head of a special ministry com- 
mirree on DES. 

Set up in 1981 following a surge of 
public interest in the subject of DES. 
the committee has been hampered 
by the fact that there has never been 
exact registration of women admi- 
nistered DES. DES was prescribed 
in Israel from the late 195t)s until 
about 10 years ago. so DES daugh- 
ters were reaching puberty in the 
Seventies and Eighties. Since clear 
cell carcinoma of the cervix and 
vagina in young girls was being 
traced, in the United States, to DES 
exposure, the Health Ministry- 
wanted to find out if there was a 
“public problem” here and. if so. 
determine what should be done ab- 
out it. 

"At first we assumed that if our 
statistics were conrect, five to six 
cases of this type of cancer would 
appear each year." says Shenkar. 
"but after re-evaluation, we reduced 
our estimate to one cancer case a 
year, and decided this wasn't justi- 
fication for a routine cancer check on 
every teenage girl in Israel." 

Instead, a broad information cam- 
paign was launched - geared at local 
gynecologists and obstetricians, and 
at women who might have taken the 
drag. 

Three special centres were estab- 
lished to diagnose the disease if it 
appeared, and to advise DES- 
exposed women about problems 
they might have. The centres are 
located in Haifa (Ram bam Hospit- 
al). Tel Aviv (Sheba) and Jerusalem 
(Hadassah-Ein Kerem) and 
although hundreds of women have 
already been seen at the centres. no 
cases of cancer have been diagnosed 
since rhey opened. In fact. Shenkar 
is aware of only three DES-related 
cases of cancer in the country, all 
diagnosed before the DES commit- 
tee was established. 

Fatal cancer cases seem to be far 
more prevalent in the U.S. than in 
any other country in the world. 
Shenkar says, probably because

DES was so widely used. He notes 
ifiai American-born Israeli women 
seem to be very aware of the DES 
issue. 

No local statistics are available on 
the prevalence of adenosis (glandu- 
lar tissue found in unexpected places 
in the female reproductive organs) 
or DES-relaied infertility, and 
Shenkar doesn’t presume to guess at 
figures. However, he doesn't consid- 
er either of these to be grave prob- 
lems. 

“DES-linked infertility has to be 
dealt wiih as ihe problem arises." he 
states, “each according to the indi- 
vidual situation. Die damage has 
already been done and it's not some- 
thing that can be prevented now. But 
we can solve many of the difficulties 
characteristic of this type of infertil- 
ity." 

Recent claims that DES sons and 
mothers have a greater tendency to 
various cancers (such as those of the 
testicles and the bTcast) than do 
other members of the population, 
are dismissed by Shenkar. 

“The story about adenosis causing 
pain during intercourse is an old 
wives" tale. " he says, adding, howev- 
er. that it is a prevalent condition 
among DES daughters. Although he 
doesn't stale for certain that adeno- 
sis is a pre-can ce rous condition, he 
strongly advises every woman who 
knows she has been exposed to DES 
to put herself under a doctor's care 
and. if necessary, to have a yearly 
cancer checkup. 

NO DRUG containing DES has 
been used in feed for Israeli cattle or 
fowl for 25 years, according to the 
Ministries of Health and Agricul- 
ture. 

In some countries. DES is used to 
increase the tenderness and thus the 
market value of meat. Stales Dr. 
Amon Shimshony. head of veterin- 
ary services at the Ministry of Agri- 
culture: "We haven’t permitted 
DES use in Israeli chickens since 
1959. and we don't import any meat 
which contains DES.” He adds thar 
imports account for 75 per cent of 
local beef consumption. 

In order to prevent slip-ups. says 
Shimshony, samples of foreign meat 
sent to the Israeli market are 
routinely checked for DES at the 
Kimron Veterinary Institute at Beit 
Dagan. 

Studies abroad regarding the dan- 
gers of DES to people ultimately led 
to a local prohibition against DES 
use in fowl and. later, to directives 
sent by the Ministry of Agriculture 
to cattlegrowers forbidding its uti- 
lization. 

Dr. Fenton, of the Health Minis- 
try, notes that when used in animals. 
DES is released very slowly. There- 
fore. if given indiscriminately and 
the animal is slaughtered for market 
before there has been a complete 
metabblization of- the hormone, it 
stays fn the meat. "Consumers thus 
absorb small doses of DES, which 
may in the extreme cause the 
appearance of female characteristics 
in men, and problems with- the 
breasts or with the menstrua! period 
in women. 

Neither Shimshony nor Fenton 
was aware of any DES use in Israeli 
beef or chicken after the prohibi- 
tions went into effect.

Stocks and rumours hopping

TEL AVIV. - The ‘“mighty" Amer- 
ican dollar did not do too well in the 
world's financial markets last week. 
This had its spill-over effects on the 
Te! Aviv *iock market for a good 
proportion of the shares traded here 
consist of she “ arrangement" shares, 
which in effect are doilar-linked gov- 
ernment guaranteed bonds. 

Thus. If the dollar weakens, at 
leii^t in comparison with a few other 
currencies, the effect is fell on these 
“arrangement" shares.

The “ free" shares turned in a 
much better performance, rising by 
J.fT’v.. with some of the categories 
and sub-categories doing much bet- 
ter. Metals led the pack, rising by 
O.?4’“o last week, followed by real 
estate development, up by 5.20%, 
investment companies, up 4.68% 
and food and tobacco, up 4.51%. 

The reason for these rises, accord- 
ing to one financial consultant is the 
clash between two different trends 
on the stock market. 

Some weeks ago. one group of 
'iurefiokier* decided to regulate the 
price of ihcir shares downward to 
avoid presenting a rosy picture to the 
tax collectors in their financial state- 
ments for the 1984/85 fiscal year. 


which ends March 31. But there is 
also another group of persons who 
want to show good financial state- 
ments, to prove that their companies 
did well, in 1984/85. And they 
started to regulate the price of their 
shares upwards. The last group 
gained the upper hand at the end of 
the week, and it is believed they will 
continue this practice until the end of 
this week and on next Sunday. 

To this group must be added the 
activities of the mutual funds, which 
also want to fatten up the value of 
their portfolios, especially the prices 
of the gilt-edged shares which make 
up a very large part of these port- 
folios. 

This was quite easy to do last 
week, for the turnovers were small, 
with a lot of money escaping to the 
banks to earn high interest rates on 
tapas {certificate of deposit) 
accounts, which can be bought and 
sold without any fees, and with no 
income taxes paid on the interest. 
Thus, with a narrow market it is easy 
to jack up prices and conversely, to 
lower prices. 

Index-linked bonds did not have a 
good week. Many savings and adv- 
anced training funds are now 
reaching maturity, and these funds 
have to sell index-linked bonds to 
raise the cash needed to pay off their 
clients. 

What will happen this week is 
anybody's guess. Despite all the fac- 
tors listed above, the fate of the 
package deal will have tremendous 
effects. For it will bring about - if the 
new plan of freezing prices for four 
to six weeks takes effect - a feeling of 
stability in the market and eliminate 
much of the guesswork. 

Stability will help prices on the 
stock market to rise, for the rnutual 
funds, and those close to the market 
(as the big private investors are cal- 
led) will have some idea where they 
are going. At least, the first package 
deal gave the stock market a shot in 
the arm. 


David J. Azrieli

NEW YORK (AP). -Takeover spe- 
culation, common to the oil indus- 
try. has moved into U.S. broadcast 
stocks. 

Trading in the group went into a. 
frenzy last week after American 
Broadcasting Co. said it had agreed 
to be acquired by Capital Cities 
Communications Inc. in a friendly 
deal valued at S3.5 billion in cash and 
securities. 

If the deal obtains regulatory and 
shareholder approval, it will be the 
first time a network has changed 
hands and, some investors think, will 
open the way for other networks to 
be taken over. 

Wall Street analysts say it would 
be extraordinarily difficult for an 
unfriendly suitor to take over CBS 
Inc. or RCA Corp.. which owns the 
NBC television network. But the 
analysts say a change in the Federal 
Communication's rules on local sta- 
tion ownership has got broadcast- 
ing companies thinking about friend- 
ly acquisitions and mergers, and that 
has fuelled investor speculation. 

The FCC rules were recently 
changed to allow a single entity to 
own up to 12 TV stations, 12 AM and 
12 FM radio stations. The rule bad 
been seven of each. 

Broadcast stocks have been so hot 
that Standard and Poor's Corp.’s 


radio-TV broadcast index soared 
307.77 points to 1 .546.83 in the week 
ended Wednesday. 

The Dow Jones Average of 30 
industrials rose 20.10 points to 
1.267.45 while the New York Stock 
Exchange composite index rose 1.19 
points to 103.65 and die American 
Stock Exchange market value index 
rose 1 .56 points to 224.99. 

Big board volume averaged 
103.25 million shares a day against 
.97.43 million the week before. 

CBS took centre stage, and rose 
20 dollars during the week. 

Arbitrager Ivan Boesky reported- 
ly bought -a $240 million block of 
stock in CBS, amounting to 7 per 
cenr or S per cent of the company's 
shares. An arbitrager buys stock in 
companies viewed as takeover 
candidates in hopes that the value of 
his investment will be increased by a 
takeover. 

Earlier in the week William Paley . 
former chairman of CBS, was 
rumoured to be planning a leveraged 
buyout of the company to thwart any 
unfriendly suitors. 

In addition, an organization called 
Fairness in Media has recently urged 
conservatives to buy CBS stock to 
wipe out a perceived liberal bias in 
the television network’s news 
coverage.

U.S. consumer spending continues to grow 


WASHINGTON (AP).- Consumer 
spending continued to grow at a 
rapid clip in February despite a 
meagre rise in Americans' personal 
income, the government said yester- 
day. 

The Commerce Department said 
personal comsumption spending 
which includes virtually everything 
except interest payments on debt, 
rose 0.7% in February, a healthy 
gain that was off only slightly from 
the 0.9% increases in both January 
and December. 


The 0.3% increase in personal 
income was only half the 0.6% Janu- 
ary gain and was down from a 0.5% 
gain in December. 

However, both the income and 
spending gains were expected to sup- 
port moderate growth in the overall 
economy of around 4% for the first 
three months of the year. 


CHICAGO (AP). - Tickets for a 
production of Shakespear's King 
Lear failed to sell. and. feeling ne- 
cessity’s sharp pinch, producer, 
director and star Joseph Ehrenberg 
cooked up a refund offer. 

“We invite you to a performance 
of... King Lear at the appropriate 
admission price.'' the latest adver- 
tisement by the Chicago City 
Theatre says. “If you find it without 
redeeming theatrical value, we shall 
cheerfully refund your money." 

So far, no one has asked for the 
$10 refund, which must be requested 
before intermission. Ehrenberg said 
on Wednesday. Attendance is aver- 
aging just 30 a night since the play 
opened in a 144-seat theatre. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - High pay 
for unskilled workers in industrial 
countries is threatened by competi- 
tion from poor countries and the 
result could be “social and political 
turbulence,” a new study says. 

Called “the global factory." the 
report finds that almost 15% of the 
manufactured goods brought into 
the U.S. consists of .American goods 
that have been sent to other coun- 
tries where low-cost labour assem- 
bles them more cheaply. The prop- 
ortion will rise, the authors predict 

“Continued downward pressure 
on real wages of the unskilled manu- 
facturing worker seems likely." it 
says. 

The study was carried out by 
Joseph Grunwald and Kenneth 
Flamm of (he Brookings Institution, 
a leading private U.S. research orga- 
nization.

FIVE WEEKS ago the army completed the first stage of its 
withdrawal from Lebanon, pulling back from its positions along 
the Awali River. The withdrawal process was and is wholly 
unilateral. No agreements with, nor assurances from, any party 
concerning security arrangements along the northern border 
after Israel’s exit from Lebanese territory occasioned it. 

There was some slight hope, however, that with the pullback 
underway, the attacks against Israeli troops, mostly by Shi’ite 
gunmen/would decrease. Instead they intensified. Whatever 
the reasons, whether deriving from internal pressures within 
contending factions of the Shf'ite community, or from outside 
instigation, Israeli troops were and are the targets of an 
unrelenting guerrilla campaign. 

With casualties mounting, the army command, four days 
after the first pullback, adopted an aggressive policy. In 
Vietnam, the Americans called it “search and destroy." Here, 
though not bv the army itself, it was dubbed “the iron hand." 
Instead of waiting to be attacked, the troops would search out 
the attackers. For. as the army proceeds with withdrawal, it 
must be even more intent on maintaining the security of its 
transportation lines. Those lines go through hostile villages and 
course through ridges and curves that in all too many cases have 
become death traps. 

For those who argued that this tough policy would only 
further alienate the Shi’ites, the answer was that there are only 
enemies in Lebanon; there are no new ones to make. And in 
anv case the lives of the troops must be safeguarded. 

the result is a desperate kind of campaign. Every Lebanese 
vehicle is a possible threat, every moving figure a potential 
gunman, every wall a potential concealment. The aim of this 
campaign is not to defeat an armed foe, the usual purpose of 
armies, but to protect the troops and lines of supply and 
withdrawal. 

It is not, therefore, a campaign that quickens the step of 
patriots. It is savage, wretched and cruel. There are no winners, 
on either side. 

Disengagement, which means withdrawal, can be the only 
victory. It is also the only way to restore Israel’s army to its 
proper purpose and proper standards. That purpose is to 
protect Israel and its frontiers, and not to play the role of the 
hunted in hostile territory, and those standards are a profes- 
sional ethic that discriminates between disciplined and undisci- 
plined. because desperate, uses of violence. 

There are those, as Mr. Eban noted yesterday, responsible 
for launching this ignoble and tragic war. who still sneer at their 
accountability for the consequences. And those consequences 
will reverberate through Israel society, through the army, and 
through our defence posture for years to come. 

There are also those inane voices in the Likud and Labour 
who. as in the case of Vietnam or the trench warfare of World 
WariOne. would pin blame for slaughter on those who seek to 
end it. 

And then there are those, like TV news executives in New 
York offices, who would send their employees to the scene of 
battle to obtain vivid film footage, and then blame others if 
these men are killed or hurt in the fire zone - as if there could be 
spectators to the desperate shedding of blood in Lebanon, 
immune to its risks. 

There are no moral tribunes to be mounted by any side or any 
party that is or would be entangled in the deadly snare that 
besets the process of Israel’s withdrawal. Morality can only 
reside in extrication. Those who would put their noses in as 
spectators, like those who would justify prolonging the agony, 
are engaged by premises that make death a value. Let them ijot 
gild their foolishness with the patina of virtue.

1967 resolution is frequently (and 
not quire accurately) claimed to be 
tantamount to recognizing Israel's 
right to exist. ("As if the oldest of 
nations and one of the veterans of 
the modern community of sovereign 
states needs to condition its right of 
existence on someone else's recogni- 
tion,’* commented Abba Eban re- 
cently in The New York Times . ) It is 
even more often referred to as sup- 
posedly being a firm and unequivoc- 
al affirmation of the principle of- 
“territory for peace." It is neither of 
these things. 

Over the years. 242 has become a 
sort of compulsory code word in 
almost any statement or plan refer- 
ring to the Arab-Israeli conflict - 
though quite often for conflicting 
purposes. , 

Notable among the various docu- 
ments in which 242 has been men- 
tioned over the years are the Camp 
David agreements, in all of which 
Resolution 242 figures very promin- 
ently: indeed, it is the legal and 
ideological foundation on which the 
agreements are built. 

The preamble expressly states that 
“The agreed basis for a peaceful 
settlement of the conflict between 
Israel and its neighbours is UN 
Security Council Resolution 242 in 
all its parts." 

Before trying to analyse the mean- 
ing of the resolution, it should 
perhaps be pointed out that its some- 
what nebulous wording was no acci- 
dent: after all. not only were Israel 
and the Arab states miles apart (the 
Arab heads of state had just issued 
their Khartoum statement, affirming 
that there would be “no peace with 
Israel, no negotiations with Israel, no 
recognition of Israel"), the two co- 
sponsors of the resolution.

When pressed by CBS White 
House correspondent Leslie Stahl 
about the matter of other alleged 
hostile forces being in the area of the 
CBS journalists, Reagan replied: 
“Your own news programme tonight 
showed an awful Jot of gunfire with 
very sophisticated weapons, includ- 
ing grenade launchers.

Drink this 
beer and become irresistibly attrac- 
tive to women, etc. 

No'TV crime drama is complete 
without some reference to cocaine. 
It goes on and on from morning till 
night. American children are grow- 
ing up in a society that makes smok- 
ing marijuana as normal and accept- 
able as chewing bubble bum. Teen- 
age suicides are at an all-time high. 


THE PERMISSIVENESS of Amer- 
ica in the '80s has given us a new 
perspective on the meaning of the 
word "freedom." Can there really 
be such a thing as too much free- 
dom?
